Editor's note: This is part 
two of a continuing series. 

Beginning with the 
November 11 issue we began 
to present the summaries of 
the school administrator's 
response to the October 24 
Detroit News/Free Press arti- 
cle that rated all of the school 
districts in the Wayne, 
Oakland and Macomb 
Counties. The Huron School 
District was given a “D.” 

We thought the administra- 
tor’s response was excellent 
and rate it an “A” and we 
would like to share the infor- 
mation that was given to the 
school board and the public 
that was in attendance. This 
week we present Renton 
Junior High. 


The Junior High 
Principal Doug Babcock 


spoke of his three years as 
principal and presented a sum- 
mary of six target areas for 
review. The target areas were 
class size, drop out rate, 
MEAP averages, N.C.A. 
(North Central Accreditation), 
ACT testing and _ parental 
involvement. 

Regarding testing, he felt 
the science portion for the 
eighth grade was weak and 
mentioned it was not challeng- 
ing enough in some aspects. 
He spoke of a project where 
the students literally had to 
“watch ice melt.” 

He spoke proudly of 
increased parental involve- 
ment and mentioned a recent 
dance were 24 parents chaper- 
oned. 

Principal Babcock present- 
ed the following for the board 
and public review. 


Class Sizes 

The following is the class 
sizes for the last three years. 
The reason for the additional 
teachers is that we have two 
teachers that share time 
between St. Stephens and 
Renton. 

The formula is: (total stu- 
dents) divided by (teachers) = 
average class size. 

4th Wednesday count, 
teachers, average class size. 

1997-1998, 442 students, 
21.2 teachers, average class 
size 21.0. 

1998-1999, 491 students, 22 
teachers, average class size 
22.3 

1999-2000, 471 students, 
22.2 teachers, average class 
size 21.4 

Including special education 
students: 

1997-1998  442*6=2652 
(students *6 hours), 106 sec- 
tions (teachers *5 hours), aver- 
age class size 25.05. 

1998-1999 491*6=2946 
(students *6 hours), 110 sec- 
tions (teachers *5 hours), aver- 
age class size 26.78. 

1999-2000, 471*6=2826 
(students *6 hours), 111 sec- 
tions (teachers *5 hours), aver- 
age class size 25.45. 

Class sizes without special 
education students. 

13 sections of special edu- 
cation classes *6 students 
(average) = 78 students.

Drop-Out Rate 
_ At the junior high we have 
not had any dropouts in the last 
three years. In this category, 
we would like to praise the 
board for following through on 
recommended expulsions over 
the last three years. Of the six 
students that have come before 
the board for permanent expul- 
sion or long-term expulsion, 
four of the students have or are 
still out-of-school. The effect 
on the climate of the school has 
improved greatly since the’ 
board has taken a firm 
approach with these types of 
students. | 

We have also made changes 
in the in-school suspension 
room. It is now called the 
planning room so that a stu- 
dent may plan or change 
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out” from the regular class. 


MEAP Average 
Following is the compari- 
son and contrast of the MEAP 
scores for the last three years. 
Seventh grade reading: We 
are above the state MEAP in 
the first two categories of stu- 
dent proficiency. To strive for 
a high level of comprehension, 
our school has reinstated a 
class that focuses on just read- 


Seventh grade math: Our 
district is above the state 
MEAP in this category. The 
purchase of new textbooks and 
the alignment of curriculum in 
the district has improved stu- 
dent’s scores for the district. 
Without the direction of a cur- 
riculum director, our staff has 
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Monday through Friday: 
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Lumber e Hardware 
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curriculum. It is very hard to 
try to align all the buildings 
and grade levels without suf- 
fering loss in the day-to-day 
operations. Huron School 
District has started a program 
of pre- and post-testing to help 
the students reach their great- 
est potential. 

Eighth grade writing: In the 
last three years our- districts 
have been either number one 
or number three in the state. 
Efforts are continually being 
made to retain this level. 

Eighth grade _ science: 
Scores show that we are above 
the state average in all cate- 
gories except eighth grade sci- 
ence. As a staff at Renton, we
